PORT HURON, Mich, Nov, 13.—~

Huron, thirteen miles from here? 

This ts the theory advanced by Mil- 
fon Smith, assistant engineer of the 
ii-fated steamer, Charles S Price. Mr. 
Smith had a premonition of the ap- 
proaching danger and left his ship at 
Cleveland the day before {t rode into 
the teeth of Lake Huron’s gale and 
foundered with all hands on dboatd. 

Mr. Smith returned to Port Huron 
tonight from Thedford, Ont., where he 
went to help establish the identity of 
the men whose bodies were in the 
morgue there, The first body he iden- 
tiled was that of John Groundwater, 
chief engineer of the Price, whose 
home was in Cleveland, 

“Are you sure’” asked 
oner 

“As sure as I know 
Smith,” he replied 

Ships May Wave Collided, 

“Well, this man had one of the Re- 
gina’s life preservers wrapped about 
his body,” said the coroner, Smith 
was dumbfounded. How the chief en- 
gineer of the steamer Price happened 
to be found in one of the life preserv- 
ers of the Regina was more than he 
could fathom. Then it dawned upon 
the Port Huron man that the Regina 
and Price may have collided and in 
the attendant excitement sailors of 
each vessel grabbed the life preserv- 
ers that happened to be nearest, 

His theory is further strengthened 
by the fact that the bodies of the men 
who went down in the Regina and the 
Price were found in practically the 
same position on the shore, some of 
ihem even clasped in each = other's 
arms Thia practically substantiates 
the belief that the overturned vesset 
on Lake Huren fs either the Regina 
or the Price It also is felt that the 
vessels collided with such foree that 
of them either is piled on top of 
other or that one of them had 

completely from sight.

With Savage Assault on Poli¢e-

~After having 
spent nearly two months in jail, Jack 


Vancouver, Noy, 12, 


Place, one of the two Socialist mem- 


bers in the British Columbia legisla- 
ture, is today walking the streets of 
Vancouver, allowed temporary free- 
dom on $2,000 bail. Mr. Place was 
arrested at the time of the Nanaimo 
miners’ riots. A policeman had 
been beaten up and his revolver con- 
fiscated by a crowd of rioters, among 
whom Mr. Place did not appear, but 
later the revolver was found in his 
room and Place Was put under arrest. 
If he is convicted his seat in the Legis- 
lature will become automatically for- 
feited. Place has declared over and 
over again that his possession of the 
revolver was without the slightest 
‘criminal intent, that he merely had it 
pending a trip to Victoria, where he 
intended to facetiously hand it over 
to Attorney General Bowser, who was 
directing the police and militia during 
the recent troubles, Out of seventy 
men under arrest all have now been 
admitted to bail excxept ten, and the 


latter must stay in jail until the date 
of their trials, November 24th, be- 
cause they are looked upon as the 
ring-leaders in the fight. 

All the cases will be heard by 
special assizes, Forty rioters who 


were speedily tried nave already been 
sentenced “to terms yy; arying from 
three months to two years.

Bitterness of Feeling in Labor 


World Intensified by Dublin 
Leader's Release 


Dublin, Ireland, Nov, 13.——James 
Larkin, leader of the Transport 
Workers’ Union, was liberated today 
from Mount Joy prison, where he was 
serving a sentence of seven months’ 
imprisonment for sedition, Larkin was 
given an ovation at the labor head- 
quarters in Liberal Hall. The Trans- 
Port Workers have been on strike 
Since early in September. 

“I am going to England to raise the 
flery cross. In a few hours there will 
be a general strike throughout Great 
Britain,” Larkin told a huge crowd 
which assembled in front of Liberty 
Hall, after his release, 

He continued: ‘‘We have fought suc- 
cessfully the strongest government of 
modern times. It was a mistake in 
sending me to prison; it was made a 
greater mistake in releasing me.” 

Intensifies Better Feeling. 

London, Nov. 15.—The release of 
James Larkin from prison in Dublin, 
where he was serving a sentence for 
sedition, has apparently served to in- 
tensify the bitter feeling in the labor 
world of the British Isles, and a gen- 
oral strike of trades unionists through- 
out the United Kingdom is again 
threatened. The union men are de- 
termined to fight the labor dispute 
in Dublin to a finish, An emergency 
meeting of the trades union parlia- 
mentary committee has been summot- 
ed for November 18th “to consider 
proposals for a general stoppage of 
work in the British Isles.” 

Gencral Strike Predicted, 

Robert Williams, general secretary 
of the Transport Workers’ Union, said} 
this afternoon: “It must not be as- 
sumed that the release of James Lar- 
kin is the sum total of our demands. 
We are goiug for a:still greater tri- 
umph in Dublin, The government, 
must cease to act in collusion with the 
employers by giving facilities for im- 
porting ‘scab’ labor. I have no doubi 
that unless the employers give way 
hefore Tuesday next, the trades union

BRITISH CAPITAL” 


A. Graham Sparks, of Londou, 
Addresses Edmonton Ad. Club 
on This Subject

The Ad club had as guest of honor 
at their luncheon yesterday in the 
Empire Auditorium, A. Graham 
Spark of London, England. Mr. Spark 
represents Jarge British capitelists, 
and having travelled extensively in 
this capacity, was particularly well 
able to discuss “Some Outlets for Bri- 
tish Capital.” 

Mr. Spark impressed on his hearers 
the fact thet the present stringency or 
tightness as far as Canada was, con- 
cerned was not caused by lack of con- 
fidence, but was rather & part of a 
world-wide stringency. Canada still 
retains the confidence of London fin- 
anciers in a large measure. Large de- 
maads were made on the money mar- 
kets of Great Britain from every part 
of the world, and the increasing de- 
mands for capital at home left less 
proportionately for investment here. 
bul \uere was always plenty for the 
carrying on of large national under- 
takings. It was fo some extent a mnnt- 
ter of personal confidence, a8 a result 
the large man Was the successful bor- 
rower. 

During his visit te Edmonton he 
had beén told that the erying need ot 
the elty was industries, but he doubt 
ed if the city were prepared at ihe 
present time to offer sutficient induce 
ments in the way of water, light and 
power to attract industries to the city 

As for the country, its prosperity 
was not to be measured by the nun- 
ber of its acres under the plow, but 
by the output of the area under cul- 
tivation, He considered it would be 
to the city’s benefit to have at the 
head of their financial department, a 
thoroughly competent man ,cne who 
would remain permanently in charge 
of that department of civic affairs, 
rather than one whose term of office 
as that of mayor, dated only from 
year to year, and subject to frequent 
change. Fermanency in this matter 
would strengthen confidence in the 
world’s money markets.

MINCHIN. APPLIES

Calgary, Nov. 13.—RF. i. Bennett, K

It is alleged by the defence that 
thé actunl theft of the money by 
Minchin Was not proven, Tt fs Held 
that, while the books were apparently 
altered and the amount taken, the 
theft of the money was not fastened 
on Minchin by the evidence offered at 
the trial, The defence claims that, de- 
spite the fact that Minchin was held 
responsible ‘by the trial judge for the 
disappearance of the money, he can- 
not properly be held responsible for 
theft unless it is directly proven that 
he actually took the money or shared 
criminal responsibility in the theft. It 
is held that some one else may have 
taken the money without Minchin’s 
knowledge or consent. : 

Word received from Edmonton to- 
day indicates that Minchin is in a dan- 
gerous state of physical and nervous 
collapse, in the penitentiary hospital, 
and is also suffering from lung trouble. 
About two months before his trial Min- 
chin had an attack of pneumonia, and 
was in poor health when he was sen- 
tenced.

ADVISES WATER METERS. 

Superintendent Parsdns, in a letter 
to the city commissioners, strongly ad- 
yocates the universal adoption of water 
meters in this city. He says: 

The universal installation of water 
meters is highly desirable in order to 
check waste and to put all consumers 
on an equal footing. 

From the power station point ot 
view the sale of water to the citizens 
by meter would be an enormous ad- 
vantage, as the quantity to be pumped 
ond filtered could be reduced by over 
fifty per cent. if gross waste were 
eliminated, Even with this reduction 
the citizens would still be using far 
more water per head than the inhabi- 
tants of London, Manchester, Liver- 
pool or Sheffield, where, of course, 
water is laid to every dwelling place. 

The difficulty with consumers dur- 
ing the time of transition from flat

FIREMEN DID GOOD WORK. 

But for the prompt sounding of an 
alarm by J. C. Kenny, proprietor of 
the cleaning and pressing establish-
